‘VOTING NOW ON 
_ CONSCRIPTION 
IN AUSTRALIA 


Last Referendum Resulted in De. 
feat of Proposal—Soldiers 
Were Against 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire.) 

LONDON, Dec, 19.-—Ausirai.a voter 
} on conscription tomorrow. The last 
referendum resulted in the defeat of 
the proposal to compel Australians tc 
serve outside the country, In this elec- 
tion some 2,087,000 votes were cast 
and the plurality against e measure 
was about 73,000, Various reasons 
were given at the time sor ine aesceat 
of the conscription proposal, and, un- 
like the Canadlan sentiment, it wae 
alleged that the Australian women's 
vote—women have full political rights 
in Australla—was oppostd to sending 


men out of the country, But it was 
ascertained that the percentage of 
Women who voted agaist cone p 
tlon was only a shade higher than 
that of the men who voted the same 


way. The farmer vote was suspected 
of having been cast against compul 
sory service.

the organized labor vote. In Australia 
{ihe workingman is supreme in poll- 
ties.

London, Dec. 19--General Sarrail, commander of the allied 
* armies at Saloniki, has been recalled, according to newspaper 
announcement in Athens, says a Reuter dispatch from the Greek 
capital under date of Dec, 15th. The successor of General Sar- 
rail in command of the Macedonian forces, it is said, will be 


General Guillemet. 


General P. E. Sarrail has been identified with the allied opera- 


tions based at Saloniki on Oct, 14th, 1915, when he was sept to com-| 


mand the French expeditionary force engaged in an attempt to succor 
the Serbians during the Teutonic-Bulgarian offensive, which resulted 
in the overrunning of Serbian territory. When Saloniki was turned 
into an allied base and active operations on the Macedonian front be- 
gun by the entente forces the next year General Sarrail direeted the 
united operations of the allies and has since remained in command on 
Yhis front. 

General Sarrail’s chief services previous to going to Saloniki were 
performed during the battle of the Marne, when he held the German 
Crown Prince’s army in the Argonne and prevented the investment 
of Verdun, and in the Dardanelles, where he commanded the French 
expeditionary force after General Gouraud was wounded there and 
subsequently relieved in August, 1915, 

Although there are several officers bearing the name of Guillemet 
in the French army it seems not improbable that the man selected to 
succeed General Sarrail may be General Guillaumat, who commanded 
the French armies at Verdun during their brilliant operations last 
summer when they completed the recovery of virtually all the ground 
that the Germans had won in their 1916 drive.

FROM TRIBUNAL DECISIONS 
CLAIMANTS CROSS-EXAMINED 


Military Authorities Have Counsel to Support Appeals—Applicants | 
in Special 


Only Allowed Lawyers 


Cases—Men of Many Nations 


Subjected to Military Summons Shown by Court Proceedings 


Twenty-five appeals’ from the deci- 
sions of the military tribunals were 
heard Wednesday a.in. by Judge EF. P. 
MacNeil of Macleod, 8. W. Field, of the 
firm of Woods, Sherry, Collisson and 
Field, appeared for the authorities. 
The question of whether it were per- 
missible for the applicants to have 
counsei to plead their cases was 
brought up, and Judge Crawford ruled 
that as a general thing, it was not ne- 
cessary to have counsel, but that there 
might be exceptional cases where it 
would not be improper to have counsel. 

A couple of cases came up that were 
appeals from Judge Crawford, and 
these will be left for a decision by Mr. 
Justice Seott, who will also sit this 
morning at ten o'clock, 

Wm. Arthur Haines was given ex- 
@mption so jong as he continues to be 
engaged in farming. He claimed to 
have been a farmer all his life. 

Lewis L. Duplessis claimed exemp- 
tion on the ground that he was a farm 
hand. The evidence also brought out 
the fact that he had also worked for 
Burns’ Packing Plant, around pool 
rooms and other places. On aecount of 
his domestic condition he was passed 
into Class 2. 

Wm. Jas. Webster had received vol- 
untary medical examination and had 
been placed in Class E. He had after- 
wards been sent by the tribunal to the 
medical board to be examined and had 


been placed in Class A2. He claimed to | 


be engaged in farming and had some 
500 cattie. His appeal was granted. 


Stick to Farming. 

Onesime Mercier was granted exemp- 
tion while he was engaged in farming. 
His employer gave evidence to the ef- 
fect that he had been engaged on his 
farm since 1914, that he was a compet- 
ent farmer and that they had between 
900 and 1,000 acres in crop. 

Frank Diacos, who has a confec- 
tionary store at the corner of Jasper 
and Fourth street was allowed exemp- 
tion till April Ist. to allow: him to sell 
his business and wind up his affairs.
